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‘THE  WONDERFUL  BIRD’ 
COACHING  TOKEN 

MARCUS  HARRISON 

['here  was  a  controversy  in  the  Bulletin 1  in  1985  about  the 'd  tokens  inscribed  ‘W.W.\ 
issued  from  the  coach  office  of  the  ‘Swan  with  Two  Necks',  Lad  Lane,  London, 
attributed  by  correspondents  to  a  W.  Wilson  on  the  authority  of  W.  J.  Davis,  or  to  a 
William  Waterhouse. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Davis  does  not  say  that  W.  Wilson  issued  the  token — he  says 
that  he  was  proprietor  of  the  tavern  when  the  token  was  issued,2  and  the  beds  and 
tavern  on  that  site  were  sometimes  held  by  persons  unconnected  with  the  mail  coach 
service. 

There  was  a  Wilson  &  Co.  which  operated  the  mail  coach  service  from  the  Swan, 
from  its  inauguration  in  1784.  According  to  a  newpaper  cutting,  the  contract  was 
between  the  Post  Office  with  Wilson  &  Co.,  London,  for  the  upper  ground,  and 
Williams  &  Co.,  Bath,  for  the  lower  ground.3  The  contract  was  rewritten  in  June  1793 
with  Thomas  Wilson,  Innholder,  Lad  Lane,  London,  and  John  Dover,  Bath.  The 
later,  but  not  the  earlier  contract,  exists  in  the  Post  Office  Archives. 

Prestige  came  to  the  contractors  through  the  mail  service  but  they  were  chafed  by 
the  low  pay  and  the  strictness  of  the  Post  Office  rules,  enforced  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Mails,  Thomas  Masker.  To  make  it  pay,  sub-contractors  were  used,  sometimes 
housed  in  the  same  premises  as  the  main  contractor,  with  the  permission  of  the  Post 
Office.4  Waterhouse  appears  at  Lad  Lane  in  June  179b  in  a  letter  from  Masker  to 
Wilson  stating  that  he,  Masker,  has  personally  advanced  money  to  Waterhouse  for 
sub-contracting  on  the  Norwich  route  between  Colchester  and  Witham,  and  Masker 
looks  to  Wilson  for  reimbursement.4 

There  was  trouble  on  the  Norwich  route  because  of  a  sub-contractor,  Forster,  who 
did  not  provide  fresh  horses  and  the  mails  were  always  late  over  his  ground;  also,  he 
was  secretly  in  league  with  one  Roberts,  a  former  sub-contractor  and  Masker's  enemy. 
Masker  was  looking  for  new  blood  and  was  nursing  Waterhouse  along.  When 
Waterhouse  asked  for  alterations  in  the  rules  to  make  his  section  more  profitable  for 

i 

himself  and  his  coachmen  Masker  agreed,  although  he  was  a  stickler  for  the  rules.4 
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The  coach  yard  at  The  Swan  with  Two  Necks,  Lad  Lane,  painted  by  J.  Pollard,  published  1831. 


Hasker  wrote  to  a  Mr  Watson,  a  trusted  contractor  on  another  route,  on  2 
September  1796  saying  that  he  would  like  Waterhouse  to  take  Forster's  ground,  but 
Waterhouse  was  cautious  and  wanted  to  see  the  accounts  first:  \  .  .  he  is  doing  his 
business  very  well  and,  no  doubt,  thriving  on  it,'  said  Hasker.4  The  accounts  were 
called  for  and  there  was  a  meeting  at  the  G.P.O.  with  Waterhouse  and  other 
contractors  and  as  a  consequence  Hasker  wrote  to  Forster  at  Ipswich  on  2  October 
1796  (letter  abridged): 

Dear  Sir — At  the  meeting  yesterday  it  was  represented  to  Mr.  Wilson  that  there 
was  daily  a  great  deal  of  time  lost  on  your  ground  and  that  in  consequence  thereof 
the  delivery  of  Letters  was  retarded  and  that  he  must  either  take  the  Stage  himself 
or  find  a  fit  person  to  do  it.  He  has  found  and  we  have  approved  of  Waterhous, 
and  Mr.  Waterhouse  will  take  your  horses  by  arbitration,  by  the  Command  of 
their  Lordships  the  Postmaster  General.  T.H.4 

So  Waterhouse  was  established  as  an  important  sub-contractor  at  Lad  Lane  from 
1796  and  there  are  indications  that  he  was  working  there  on  a  smaller  scale  from 
1792  10  Then,  in  a  time-table  issued  on  11  July  1803  we  read: 

‘London,  Exeter,  Plymouth  and  Falmouth  Fly  Waggons — Snells,  Slyfield  &  Co. 
(late  Wilson  &  Co.)  removed  from  the  Swan  with  two  Necks  Lad  Lane,  London, 
to  the  Saracen’s  Head,  Snow  Hill,  from  whence  they  continue  to  carry  goods, 
passengers,  etc.,  at  reduced  prices  .  .  .’T  So  Wilson  is  now  out  of  the  picture  at 
the  Swan. 

The  contract  for  Waterhouse  as  main  contractor  does  not  exist  and  Masker's  Letter 
Books  have  not  survived  after  the  end  of  1796  but  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that 
he  succeeded  Wilson  at  the  Swan  c.  1802/3.  He  was  still  issuing  freight  tickets  as 
Waterhouse  and  Son  at  the  Swan  in  September  1828  and  operating  mail  and  passenger 
coaches  all  over  Great  Britain.7 
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So,  it  appears  that  Waterhouse  was  a  sub-contractor  and  the  main  contractor  tor  the 
mails  from  the  Swan  from  1792  until  at  least  the  end  of  1 S28;7  36  years  service 
encompassing  the  French  Revolutionary  and  Napoleonic  Wars  and  extending  into  the 
Golden  Age  of  coaching,  which  is  said  by  some  authorities  to  have  reached  its  peak  in 
1824.  He  established  and  consolidated  the  mail  and  coach  routes  all  over  Great 
Britain,  which  Chaplin  took  over  from  him  c.  1830  and  extended  even  further.  But  the 
railways  began  to  carry  mails  from  1830  and  by  1840  the  writing  was  on  the  wall  and 
(  haplin  envested  in  the  railways  and  became  a  Director  of  the  London  and  Southamp¬ 
ton  line  in  1839. 

Chaplin  had  a  carrying  business  next  door  to  the  Swan  and  he  probably  acquired  it  in 
the  same  way  as  Waterhouse,  through  sub-contracting.  James  Pollard's  print  of  the 
West  Country  Mails  Loading  at  the  Gloucester  Coffee  House  in  1828  shows  a  mail  cart 
lettered  W.J.  Waterhouse,  Lad  Lane’.  Another  Pollard  print  issued  in  1831  shows  the 
coach  yard  at  the  Swan  after  Chaplin  took  over.* 

Michael  Dickinson  at  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  thinks  that  the  Swan  token  was  issued  in 
1811  and,  since  Waterhouse  was  certainly  the  coach  operator  at  the  date,  '  it  would 
seem  that  he  was  responsible.  It  is  not  certain  if  he  was  even  the  Innholder,  although 
he  was  successively  a  Freeman,  Liveryman  (1799),  Assistant  on  Court,  Warden,  and 
Master  (1819/20)  of  the  Innholders  Company.  He  died  in  April  1839. 111  Little  else  is 
known  about  him  and  he  left  no  letters. 

I  am  not  a  collector  but  I  bought  the  token  from  B.  A.  Seaby  because  Waterhouse 
was  my  great-great-great  grandfather.

The  coin  illustrated  on  our  front  and  back  covers  this  month  is  a  third 
coinage  sovereign  of  Henry  VIII  (EG26  in  our  list).  This  attractive 
coin  depicts  the  king  exhibiting  all  the  splendour  of  Tudor  power  and 
royalty. 

Henry  VIII,  the  second  son  of  Henry  VII  and  Elizabeth  of  York 
succeeded  to  the  throne  in  1509,  his  elder  brother  Arthur  having  died 
young.  Henry’s  long  and  stable  reign  was  particularly  noted  for  the 
break  with  the  Church  of  Rome,  the  Dissolution  of  the  Monasteries, 
the  English  reformation  and,  of  course,  the  king's  six  wives. 
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A  LEAD  SEAL  OF  DOMITIA 

IAN  CARRADICE 


The  following  object  is  of  some  numismatic  interest  because  it  bears  certain  similarities 
to  coins  issued  in  the  name  of  Domitia,  wife  of  the  Roman  Emperor  Domitian,  A.D. 
81-96. 1 

Lead  sealing;  weight  7. 1  grammes  {ill  1 ;  enlarged  x2,  ill  2).  obv.  Bust  of  Domitia, 
draped,  facing  right;  hair  massed  in  front  above  forehead  and  knotted  in  long  plait 
behind;  inscribed  DOMITIA  AVGVSTA,  within  a  border  of  pellets,  rev.  Bird 
(peacock?)  standing  right;  CONCORD  AVG  (or  .  .  .  AVGG),  within  border  of 
pellets. 

The  object,  which  is  made  of  lead,  has  a  slit  in  the  edge  and  a  flap  of  metal  folds  over 
from  the  ‘obverse’  to  the  ‘reverse’.  The  designs  were  stamped  into  the  lead  after  the 
flap  was  crossed  over  the  slit  because  the  end  of  the  legend  .  .  VG  (or  VGG)  appears 
on  the  surface  of  the  flap.  The  object  thus  appears  to  be  a  lead  seal,  presumably  official 
as  it  carries  the  portrait  of  the  Empress,  used  to  secure  a  package  or  document  of  some 
sort. 
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I  he  designs  are  similar  to  types  which  appear  on  certain  coins  of  Domitia.  The 
portrait  is  very  close  to  a  bust  type  on  an  issue  of  silver  denarii  (ill  3;  BMCRE  II, 
Domitian  65)  and  gold  an  re  i  which  is  undated,  but  has  been  attributed  to  the  period 
A.D.  82-83."  One  of  the  reverse  types  used  in  this  issue  of  coins  depicts  a  peacock, 
together  with  the  legend  CONCORDIA  AVGVST  (/// 4;  BMCRE  II,  Domitian  61). 
I  his  design,  or  another  like  it,  was  surely  the  model  for  the  'reverse'  on  the  lead 
sealing.  A  second  issue  of  coinage,  apparently  confined  to  gold  aurei,  was  produced 
for  Domitia  in  about  A.D.  88-89/  Again  a  peacock  and  CONCORDIA  reverse  design 
was  used  ( cf  BMCRE  II  pi.  67,  18),  but  the  portrait  of  Domitia  differs  significantly 
from  that  on  the  earlier  coins  and  on  this  seal.  On  the  basis  of  comparison  with  coin 
types  I  would  therefore  suggest  a  date  for  this  seal  early  in  the  reign  of  Domitian. 
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10th  INTERNATIONAL

At  the  invitation  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  which  will  be  celebrating  its  1 50th 
anniversary,  and  the  British  Numismatic  Sociey,  the  l()th  International  Numismatic 
Congress  will  take  place  in  London  from  September  8th  to  12th  1986.  All  persons 
interested  in  coins  and  medals  are  invited  to  take  part  in  the  Congress.  It  will  be  held  at 
the  University  of  London,  Institute  of  Education,  situated  in  Bloomsbury,  close  to  the 
British  Museum. 

The  Registration  fee  of  £35  gives  the  right  to  take  part  in  all  work  of  the  Congress. 
Tea  and  coffee  will  be  available  in  the  Institute  of  Education  on  each  of  the  working 
days  free  of  charge. 

For  delegates  wishing  to  stay  in  London,  two  University  1  lalls  of  Residence  close  to 
the  Institute  of  Education  have  been  reserved  exclusively  for  Congress  participants 
from  Sunday  7  September  to  Saturday  13  September.  They  can  provide  inexpensive 
accommodation  for  a  total  of  350  persons,  mostly  in  single  bedrooms,  though  a  small 
number  of  twin  rooms  is  available.  Bookings  can  only  be  made  for  the  whole  period  of 
the  Congress,  that  is,  the  six  nights  of  Sunday,  7  September-Friday,  12  September. 
The  charge  for  a  twin  room  is  double  that  of  a  single.  The  total  cost  for  each 
participant,  bed  and  breakfast  for  six  nights,  is  £75. 

Hotel  accommodation  may  be  preferred  by  some  participants,  particularly  those 
wishing  to  stay  in  London  before  and/or  after  the  Congress  period,  and  those 
accompanied  by  spouses.  A  wide  range  of  hotel  accommodation  is  available  in 
London,  but  early  booking  is  essential.  Most  travel  agents  should  be  able  to  provide 
information  on  hotels.  Expotel  Hotel  Reservations  Ltd.  can  arrange  bookings  at  any 
hotel,  many  at  reduced  rates  for  Congress  participants.  To  book  hotel  accommodation 
through  Expotel  contact:  Expotel  Special  Events  Department,  Banda  House,  Cam¬ 
bridge  Grove,  Hammersmith,  London  W6  OLE.

896778.  To  guarantee  bookings  from  overseas  a  VISA  or  American  Express  Card 
number  is  required.  A  written  confirmation  will  be  issued  for  all  bookings.  The  Expotel 
serv  ice  is  free  of  charge;  accounts  are  settled  direct  with  the  hotel. 

A  lunch  break  of  two  hours  has  been  provided  to  allow  participants  time  to  make 
whatever  arrangements  they  wish  for  lunches.  Set  lunches  may  be  booked  in  Univer- 
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sity  dining  halls,  including  the  Halls  of  Residence  already  reserved  for  accommo¬ 
dation.  These  lunches  are  available  for  each  of  the  four  working  days  of  the  Congress 
(Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday).  There  is  a  single  charge  of  £16  which  will 
cover  all  four  lunches. 

A  special  excursion  to  York  by  chartered  train  has  been  arranged  for  Wednesday,  10 
September  (all  day).  The  charge  for  the  excursion  is  £20  per  person.  This  fee  includes  a 
buffet  lunch  in  the  Merchant  Adventurers'  Hall  and  a  visit  to  the  Jorvik  Viking  Centre. 
As  there  is  a  limit  of  500  places  available  early  booking  is  adivesed. 

The  lecture  programme  will  be  arranged  according  to  the  categories  into  which 
coinages  are  usually  divided,  i.e.  Greek,  Roman,  Mediaeval,  Modern,  Oriental, 
Medals,  etc.  The  detailed  programme  for  the  individual  sections,  with  the  names  of 
the  chairmen  of  the  sessions,  will  be  available  on  registration.  At  the  request  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  a  special  session  within  the  Greek  section  of  the 
programme  will  be  dedicated  to  E.  T.  Newell  in  celebration  of  the  centenary  of  his 
birth. 

Within  the  Oriental  section  of  the  programme  the  ONS  will  be  holding  workshop 
sessions.  These  will  provide  an  open  forum  for  the  discussion  of  work  in  progress  and 
the  presentation  of  other  items  of  interest.  Anyone  interested  in  participating  should 
contact  the  ONS  General  Secretary  (M.  Broome,  30  Warren  Road,  Woodley, 
Reading,  Berks.,  U.K.)  or  the  workshop  co-ordinator. 

The  British  Museum  is  displaying  a  large  exhibition  with  the  title:  Money!  From 
Cowrie  Shells  to  Credit  Cards  in  1986.  During  the  week  of  the  Congress  the  Bigburv 
mint  will  be  striking  coins  in  the  front  courtyard  of  the  Museum  employing  mediaeval 
minting  techniques.  The  British  Museum's  trevelling  exhibition  of  contemporary 
British  medals  will  be  in  the  Cripps  Gallery  at  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge,  at 
the  time  of  the  Congress;  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  would  be  glad  to  provide  guided 
tours  of  its  medal  exhibitions  to  a  limited  number  of  Congress  participants.  An 
exhibition  of  Islamic  coins  will  be  on  view  at  the  Zamana  Gallery  in  South  Kensington, 
London,  at  the  time  of  the  Congress.

Marvin  Tameanko  Responds — The  Final 
Word?  In  response  to  Professor  Mine's  article 
and  the  letters  published  in  the  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin  of  March  19(86,  regarding  my 
article,  A  Phallic  Image  on  the  Tetradrachms 
of  the  Bar  Kochba  Revolt',  I  wish  to  say  the 
following: 

Knowledge  in  any  science  is  advanced  by  the 
development  of  theories.  These  are  presented 
to  the  field  for  criticism  through  publication. 
Theories  are  refuted  by  reasoned  argument 
and  constructive  criticism.  In  this  process, 
faulty  research,  typographical  errors  (in  my 
case  Meshorer  166'  instead  of  165),  crude 
illustrations  and  ommision  of  references  by  an 
author  are  serious  errors  and  are  ‘fair  game' 
for  the  critics.  Professor  Mine  correctly  points 
these  out  and  I  can  only  say,  'guilty  its 


charged'.  However,  the  motives  and  purposes 
of  the  author  writing  the  article  and  the  pub¬ 
lisher's  rights  to  print  never  enter  into  any 
criticism.  Normally  such  questions  are  not 
dignified  with  a  reply  but,  because  I  have  the 
greatest  admiration  and  respect  for  the  work  ol 
my  critics,  I  will  respond. 

B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  needs  no  defense.  Their 
reputation  is  impeccable.  As  to  my  motives, 
I  am  not  a  crackpot  attempting  to  ridicule 
and  malign  anyone.  I  am  a  serious,  qualified 
scholar  exploring  the  concept  of  ‘transposed 
symbolism  in  numismatics'.  I  regret  that  the 
example  I  chose  in  my  article  offended  people 
but  a  phallic  symbol  is  offensive  only  when  it 
taken  out  of  its  historical  context.  1  did  not, 
nor  did  I  advocate  that  the  readers  do  this  in 
my  writing.  The  phallic  symbol  has  been  dis- 
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cussed  so  frequently  m  other  fields  that  it  lias 
beeotne  innocent  and  even  banal.  Perhaps  I 
presented  my  ease  with  too  much  enthusiasm 
mid  this  is  interpreted  by  my  critics  as  fanati¬ 
cism. 

In  defence  ol  my  conjecture,  the  major 
criticisms  ol  my  concept  are  these: 

1.  r he  tetradrachms  were,  in  some  way, 
sacred  and  therefore  it  would  be  a  desecration 
for  a  profane  symbol  or  a  Roman  symbol  to 
appear  on  them  (Mine,  Meshorer,  Dr  New¬ 
man  and  others). 

2.  1'he  citrons  portrayed  on  the  coins  actually 
grew  m  those  shapes  naturally  and  were  not 
manually  moulded  as  I  proposed  (Mine,  Mes¬ 
horer). 

In  the  lirst  point  above,  my  critics  are  seeing 
the  phallic  symbol  through  modern  eyes  as  a 
disgusting,  pornographic  object.  I  explained  in 
my  article  that  ancient  people  probably  had  no 
such  inhibitions.  Professor  Mine  elaborates  on 
the  sacred  character  of  the  coins  by  stating  that 
Bar  Kochba  was  proclaimed  the  Messiah. 
True,  but  perhaps  Professor  Mine  has  fallen 
into  the  same  trap  as  I  did  in  that  for  the  sake 
ol  brevity,  he  did  not  report  the  whole  story. 
That  is.  other  Rabbinical  authorities,  contem¬ 
porary  to  Akiba  and  probably  in  the  majority 
at  the  time,  opposed  the  rebellion  and  con¬ 
sidered  Bar  Kochba  to  be  a  charlatan.  They 
gave  him  the  sobriquet  of  ‘Son  of  a  Lie'  which 
is  a  play  on  the  words  of  Ins  title  'Son  of  a 
Star'.  They  also  obscured  Ins  identity  and  con¬ 
cealed  Ins  deeds  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
only  recently,  when  Bar  Kochba's  letters  were 
found  in  the  desert  eaves  ol  Israel,  that  we 
discovered  his  proper  name  and  title.  It  is  only 
in  the  perspective  of  modern  history  that  Bar 
Kochba,  deservedly,  becomes  a  hero.  There  is 
no  historical  proof  that  his  people  regarded  Ins 
coinage  as  holy. 

As  for  Roman  and  pagan  symbols  on  the 
coins,  many  of  these  coins  are  overstruck  on 
Roman  coins  with  the  undertypes  quite  visible. 
The  temple  shown  on  the  tetradrachms  is  a  full 
blown,  Roman  temple,  built  by  Herod  who 
even  placed  a  golden  Roman  eagle  in  it.  It  is 
not  a  portrayal  of  the  original,  holy  Temple  of 
Solomon.  In  any  event,  placing  religious  sym¬ 
bols  on  a  coin  does  not  make  it  sacred  as  some 
of  my  critics  imply.  It  is  merely  secular  propa¬ 
ganda.  not  religious  sanction  and  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Jewish  tradition  which  accepts 
an  object  as  sacred  simply  because  it  bears 
religious  symbols. 

To  the  second  criticism  above,  I  accept  it  as 
completely  valid.  However,  my  theory  is  not 
dependent  on  whether  or  not  the  citron  grew 


naturalK  or  was  moulded.  Mv  conjecture,  and 
it  seems  to  have  been  lost  in  the  shock  waves 
which  emanated  from  the  phallic  symbol, 
states  in  essence  that  symbolism  is  borrowed 
and  transformed  from  one  culture  to  another 
and  is  often  superimposed  on  older,  existing 
symbolism  and  used  without  being  clearly 
understood.  Here  I  gave  the  example  ol  the 
god  I  lelios  on  the  synagogue  floors  where  he  is 
used  as  a  decoration  without  real  meaning  To 
prove  the  theory,  I  offered  an  observation  ol 
the  phallic  citron.  1  then  related  it  to  the 
ubiquitous  Roman  phallic  image  which  was 
used  to  ward  off  the  evil  eye  and  to  promote 
fruitfulness.  I  suggested  that  it  was  adopted  b\ 
the  people  who  were  strongly  influenced  by  the 
Roman  customs.  If  the  citron  grew  phalliform 
naturally,  this  fact  does  not  diminish  my  con¬ 
jecture  one  bit. 

I  could  have  given  another  example  of  this 
transformation  and  loss  of  meaning  in  symbo¬ 
lism  by  refering  to  the  golden  horn  or  root 
shape  worn  by  many  people  today.  It  is  a 
derivation  ol  the  phallic  symbol  worn  by 
ancient  Romans  as  a  charm  against  the  evil 
eye.  Most  people  wear  it  proudly  without  a 
thought  to  its  origin  and  meaning. 

As  I,  and  my  critics,  point  out,  this  is  not  a 
new'  or  original  theory.  It  was  advanced  bv 
serious  authors  including  Erwin  R.  Good- 
enough,  the  prime  authority  on  Jewish  symbo¬ 
lism.  My  small  contribution  was  to  try  to  pro¬ 
vide  numismatic  evidence  of  the  theory  by  the 
citron  which  I  simply  linked  to  a  Roman  phal¬ 
lic  symbol  for  fruitfulness  and,  closing  the  ring, 
associated  it  with  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles 
which  contains  rituals  and  prayers  to  promote 
fruitfulness. 

I  admit  that  my  presentation  of  this  conjec¬ 
ture,  due  to  the  rush  to  publish,  was  techni¬ 
cally  flawed,  but  the  theory  is  still  worthy  of 
consideration.  If  I  had  it  to  do  over  again,  I 
would  take  a  less  journalistic  approach,  which 
seems  to  be  offensive,  and  write  it  as  a  full 
academic  dissertation.

40th  Year  and  400  Meetings 
Anniversary  Dinner 

Held  at  Trinity  College  on  Friday  February  21st  1986 

Thirty-six  members  and  wives  sat  down  to  a  four-course  dinner  at  Trinity  College  to 
celebrate  the  40th  anniversary,  and  400  meetings  of  the  society.  Dr.  Cohn  Lattimore, 
the  President,  welcomed  the  guests  including  the  special  guest  of  honour,  Mr.  Graham 
Dyer,  the  Librarian  and  Curator  of  the  Royal  Mint,  who  had  travelled  up  from  Wales 
especially  for  the  occasion. 

In  his  speech  Dr.  Lattimore  recalled  how  the  societv  was  hist  formed  in  1946  and 
had  its  first  meeting  at  the  Great  Northern  Hotel  in  Station  Road,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Walter  Tadgell.  The  society  remained  for  some  time  at  the  Great 
Northern  but  for  the  past  few  years  had  met  regularly  once  a  month  at  The  Friends 
Meeting  House  in  Jesus  Lane.  Dr.  Lattimore  went  on  to  say  that  his  job  as  President 
was  really  a  very  easy  one  and  that  the  real  work  for  the  society  was  done  by  the  Hon. 
Secretary  Michael  A.  Marsh  who  had  done  much  for  the  society  in  recent  years, 
especially  in  organising  tonight's  dinner.  Similar  words  were  also  said  of  Frank  Snow, 
the  Treasurer.  For  a  number  of  years  said  Dr.  Lattimore,  Frank  had  well  looked  after 
the  society's  money.  Another  member  who  brought  special  praise  from  the  President 
was  Maurice  Howard,  the  Minute  Secretary.  Maurice  was  a  past-President  of  the 
society  and  has  done  much  for  the  society  over  many  years.  His  presentation  of  the 
monthly  minutes  were  always  done  in  impeccable  style.  Dr.  Lattimore  said  that  the 
society  covered  the  widest  possible  area  in  numismatics  including  medals,  banknotes 
and  of  course,  coins  from  every  reign  and  series,  as  well  as  foreign  ones  too.  He  said 
that  this  was  well  reflected  by  the  fact  that  several  members  were  well  known  authors 
in  the  different  areas  he  mentioned.  He  went  on  to  name  Ken  Jacob,  Michael  A. 
Marsh  and  Professor  Philip  Grierson,  all  of  whose  work  was  widely  known  and  had 
brought  much  credit  to  themselves  and  also  to  the  society.  Dr.  Lattimore  said  perhaps 
his  most  pleasant  memory  of  his  term  of  office  so  far,  was  to  welcome  Alex  Hills  as  a 
new  member.  Alex  is  only  12  years  of  age  and  its  is  youngsters  like  him  to  which  we 
must  look  for  the  future.  Dr.  Lattimore  warmly  thanked  Trinity  College  for  the 
splendid  dinner  all  had  enjoyed. 

Mr.  Dyer  then  spoke  to  guests  and  said  he  was  both  pleased  and  indeed  honoured  to 
be  asked  to  attend  such  a  very  special  occasion.  He  congratulated  the  society  on 
reaching  such  a  memorable  landmark  in  their  life.  He  went  on  to  say  how  he  always 
enjoyed  visiting  Cambridge  and  recalled  how  he  had  addressed  the  society  in  October 
1980  when  he  has  spoken  about  the  Royal  Mint  Collection.  He  had  visited  us  again  in 
November  1983  when  his  talk  then  was  The  Vigo  Coinage  of  Queen  Anne.  Mr.  Dyer 
said  he  was  so  pleased  to  note  the  President's  remarks  about  Alex  Hills,  but  it  was 
thought  so  difficult  these  days  for  youngsters  to  be  really  involved  because  of  the  way 
prices  of  coins  had  risen. 

The  Secretary,  Michael  Marsh,  then  made  a  presentation  to  Mr.  Dyer  of  a  silver 
medal  that  had  been  especially  struck  to  mark  this  historic  occasion.  The  medal  was 
struck  by  the  Tower  Mint  and  engraved  by  Robert  Elderton,  the  Royal  Mint  engraver. 
A  limited  edition  of  only  40  medals  were  struck.  The  obverse  features  the  arms, 
supporters  and  motto  of  the  County  of  Cambridgeshire  surrounded  by  the  inscription 
“The  Cambridgeshire  Numismatic  Society  1986.  40  Years  and  Four  Hundred  Meet- 
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mgs  I  he  reverse  shows  a  rare  Cambridge  Mint  penny  from  the  reign  ot  (Hut,  short 
cross  type  1030-1035/6.  Only  three  examples  from  this  die  are  believed  to  exist.  The 
one  used  for  the  model  of  this  medal  is  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Keneth  Jacob,  a 
founder  member  and  past-President  of  the  society.  The  medals  were  also  given  out  to 
members  during  the  dinner  and  were  accompanied  by  a  special  certificate  signed  by  the 
President. 

Mrs.  Bridget  Snow  then  brought  the  evenings  speeches  to  a  close  bv  warmly 
thanking  Dr.  Lattimore  and  Mr.  Marsh  for  all  the  work  they  had  done  to  bring  about 
such  an  enjoyable  evening  and  a  really  superb  dinner. 


THERE’S  MONEY  AND  MONEY 


An  exhibition  opens  at  the  British  Museum  on  2d  May  tracing  the  history  and 
workings  of  money  from  its  earliest  beginnings  to  the  present  day.  Unlike  most 
exhibitions,  'Money!  From  Cowrie  Shells  to  Credit  Curds'  cuts  across  the  cultural 
boundaries  of  the  world,  and  brings  to  light  from  the  vaults  of  the  Museum  nearly  a 
thousand  objects  which  have  never  before  been  exhibited. 

The  story  begins  in  ancient  Mesopotamia  with  silver  and  grain  being  paid  for  rents, 
fines,  taxes  and  other  purposes  before  2000  BC.  The  Greeks  and  Romans  developed 
banking  and,  particularly,  coinage,  to  lav  the  foundations  of  the  monetary  system  that 
we  know  today.  Their  papyri  and  the  paper  money  of  medieval  China  are  the 
forerunners  of  modern  cheques  and  banknotes.  The  whole  world  has  come  to  accept 
pieces  of  paper  to  represent  large  sums  of  money;  how  this  came  about  is  just  one  of 
the  many  interesting  themes  here  illustrated. 

1986  is  a  particularly  good  moment  to  hold  such  an  exhibition.  The  sponsors. 
Nationwide,  have  just  launched  their  own  Cashlink  card  and  Flexaccount,  and  with 
other  Building  Societies  are  entering  the  world  of  High  Street  banking.  The  banks 
themselves,  are  at  this  very  moment,  exploiting  the  possibilities  of  the  computer  to 
bring  banking  facilities  into  the  homes  and  offices  of  their  customers.  The  computeriza¬ 
tion  of  money  provides  a  suitable  finale  for  the  exhibition  itself. 

Computers  nestle  beside  the  abacus;  modern  banknotes  beside  gold  coins  of  the 
Renaissance  and  of  the  ancient  world;  objects  from  China,  Japan,  and  northern 
Europe  beside  tribal  money  from  Africa  and  America.  From  such  a  broad  mixture  of 
material  emerges  a  picture  of  the  immensely  varied  nature  of  money,  how  it  has  been 
made  and  how  it  has  been  used. 

As  a  dramatic  curtain-raiser,  the  front  court  of  the  Museum  will  resound  from  29 
May  to  3  June  to  the  crashing  of  hammer  on  anvil.  The  Bigbury  Mint,  specialists  in  the 
techniques  used  in  making  coinage  before  the  days  of  machinery,  will  strike 
commemorative  tokens  before  the  eyes  of  the  public.  They  will  be  there  again  from  8 
to  14  September,  at  the  time  of  the  International  Numismatic  Conference,  and  the 
exhibition  itself  will  continue  until  October  26
